THE ONLY DOUBT AS TO THE COMPLAINANTS’ RIGHT TO A PRELIMINARY 
INJUNCTION is suggested by the fact that various publishers of such books, since 1876, have been 
permitted, without prosecution, to apply the word to their publications of juvenile books im this 
country and use it as a trade-mark in hostility to the real preprietors, and among them were the 
complainants themselves, who did so for two or three years before they purchased the right of 
Johnston. Laches in prosecuting infringers has always been recognized as a sufficient reason for 
denying a preliminary injunction, sometimes apparently by way of discipline to a complainant who 
has manifested reluctance to burden himself with the expense and vexation of a lawsuit, and delayed 
legal proceedings until his patience was exhausted. (See Boville v. Crate, 1 Law Reports; Eq. 
Cases, 388.) When the delay of the owner of a patent or trade-mark to prosecute infringers has been 
of a tendency to mislead the public, or the defendant sought to be enjoined, into a false security, and 
a sudden injunction would result injuriously, it ought not to be granted summarily, but the complain- 
ant should be !eft to his relief at final hearing. So also, where, as in this instance, the extensive use 
of the trade-mark by others, with the implied acquiescence of the owner, has contributed to give 4 
reputation and create a demand for the article to which it has been applied, which it would not other- 
wise acquire, equity should not by any stringent intervention assist the owner to secure these fruits 
The complainants do not occupy a position that commends them to a Court of Equity, because they 
seem to have refused to recognize the rights of Johnston, the original proprietor of the trade-mark, 
unti] they thought it would be more profitable to purchase his rights in this country and obtain 4 ; 
monopoly here in the use of the trade-mark. By their contract of purchase they reserved the right 
to annul the contract at their option. They should be left to their rights at final hearing according 
to the usual course of equity. The motion is denied.

On the Right and Wrong Sides of Paper — | 


Roughness of surface cannot be said to invariably 
indicate the wrong side of paper. Some mis- 
conception prevails on this point; but proof is 
readily obtained from papers for crayonand chalk 
drawings. The roughest there is the right 
side. 
folded), the right side is the top side. When 
paper is folded into quires it is right side out. 
The lettering of the water-marks can only be read 
from the right side of the paper. 
are azure laid, yellow wove, or blue, they are, if 
machine-made, usually darker on the wrong side; 
if hand-mades the right side isthedarker. Some 
of these characteristics may be absent, and then 
an independent test becomes necessary. This is 
found in the wire-cloth mark. When everything 
else fails this points out the wrong side. There 
are but few exceptions to this rule, since it is sel- 
dom the exhaust boxes act so lightly that the fin- 
ishing obliterates the marks they leave. The 
wrong side of a granite paper is denoted by all 
the fibre being set in the same direction. 
worth mentioning that the wire side 
wrong side when speaking of machine-made pa- 
pers. In hand-made paper it is the right side. 
This is rather odd, for undoubtedly the top side 
would give the most suitable surface. 

On Judging Paper.—When writings are yellow 
wove, azure laid, or blue, they are frequently 
darker on one side than on the other. When the 
paper is darker in color on the right side, it is 
hand-made; when darker on the wrong side, it is 
machine-made. This method of distinguishing 
cannot be taken as conclusive without corrobora- 
tion from other sources, for means are now taken 
on the machines in some mills to counteract the 

ubsidence of the blue pigment. It may happen 
that this rule fails, owing to a high finish having 
been imparted to the right side of a machine pa- 
per by which it would become darker on that 
side. An unsought water-mark is impressed by 
the wire cloth on all papers made by machine. 
It is indelible. No after-process of surfacing can 
obliterate it. /¢ 2s always present inlaid machine 
papers, but is never found in laid hand-mades. 
The mark, which is a facsimile of the wire cloth, 
owes its existence principally to the suction of the 
exhaust boxes : and according to the intensity of 
their action on the fibre so does the texture-like 
impression in the finished sheet vary. Hence it 
is more distinct in some papers than others. With 
a very fine wire, light action in the exhaust boxes, 
and a good finish afterwards, these wire marks 
get so faint that they are only discernible on 
looking through the sheet at a strong light. Two 
marks, laid and wove, in the same sheet are an 
infallible indication of the sample being made by 
machine.
